CANADA. 

Outbreak of Smallpox— Toronto. 

An outbreak of smallpox, stated to be mild in form, is reported at 
Toronto, Ontario, Canada. Three hundred and sixty-:eight cases are 
said to have been reported to the city health officer during the first 
half of November, 1919. Two hundred and four cases of chicken 
pox were reported during the same period. 

CUBA. 
Quarantine Against Ports in China and Japan. 

Quarantine measures on account of plague were ordered, Novem- 
ber 6, 1919, to be enforced at Cuban ports against arrivals from 
ports in China, especially the ports of Hongkong and Yokohama. 

Quarantine Against Arrivals from Marseille, Prance. 

Quarantine measures on account of plague were ordered, October 
20, 1919, to be enforced at ports in Cuba, against arrivals from 
Marseille, France, as follows: 

I. Vessels. — (a) Vessels leaving Marseille, France, for any of the 
ports of Cuba, will be deratized immediately before leaving, hi the 
open bay, by means of any of the methods used by the Cuban quaran- 
tine service. (65 Vessels that have not complied with this requisite 
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2695 November 21, 1919. 

in the form indicated at the port of departure, will be deratized under 
the direction of the port physician of the Cuban port at which they 
arrive, before being permitted to make any operations of loading and 
unloading. 

II. Passengers. — Passengers coming from the port of Marseille, 
France, will be especially examined, and when from the investiga- 
tions made, in the judgment of the sanitary authorities, it appears 
that no danger to the public health will result from putting at 
liberty a part, or all, of the passengers, these may be given freedom. 

Quarantine Against Arrivals from New Orleans. 

According to information dated November 3, 1919, quarantine 
restrictions have been ordered to be enforced at ports in Cuba 
against arrivals from New Orleans on account of plague. 

Smallpox— Correction- Cienfuegos — Cuba — October, 1918. 

The report of the occurrence of two fatal cases of smallpox at 
Cienfuegos, Cuba, during the period October 20 to 26, 1918, appearing 
in Public Health Reports of November 15, 1918, page 2022, and 
in subsequent issues, was an error.
